Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

3. Claims 4 and 6-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Kurashima 
(US 5,475,783, cited in previous office action). 

Kurashima discloses an optical module (figures 6-7) comprising: - a main body (12) and a cover 
(14) together is read on applicant's a case main body section of a shielding case; - an element 
main body section of an optical element (20) is fitted into the case main body , - a spring piece 
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(62) presses the element main body section against the internal circumferential surface of the 
case main body section and is situated in the vicinity of heat source of the element main body 
section; - the spring piece is integrally formed with the case main body section* (see figure 4, 
"12" and "14" make the case main body section) - the spring piece is provided at a position 
opposing a window (32, 33) and extends from an opening edge of the case main body section 
and is folded back into the inside of the case main body section. 
*Refer to response to arguments below. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 9 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Kurashima (cited in previous office action) in view of Yui et al (5,444,804, cited in previous 
office action). 

Kurashima discloses the instant claimed invention as described above except for a thermal 
conductive material or gel is pour into a clearance between an internal surface of the case main 
body section and an outer surface of the element main body section. Yui et al. discloses a 
thermal conductive material or gel is pour into a clearance between an internal surface of the 
case main body section and an outer surface of an element main body section (figure 3, column 
7, line 35). It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time 
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invention was made to modify the connector of Kurashima to provide a thermal conductive 
material as taught by Yui et al. in order to hold the element main body section and also transfer 
heat better. 

Response to Arguments 
6. Applicant's arguments filed on 6/9/2004 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

a) Regarding applicant's comment that "Kurashima fails to disclose or teach the 
feature of a spring piece that is form integrally from the element main body 
section as recited in claim 4. Support for this feature is found at least in paragraph 
137 of the specification and Fig. 24". Which is not true. Refer to paragraph 137 
which discloses that a spring piece section 317 is provided integrally in the case 
main body section (307) and not integral with the element main body section 
(302a). Similarly figure 24 shows the spring piece 317 is integral with case main 
body section (307) and not integral with element main body section (302a). 
Hence Kurashima does disclose the feature of a spring piece that is form integrally from the case 
main body section (12, 14). 

b) applicant's amendment is from "the spring section is formed integrally 
with or separately from" to "the spring section is formed integrally 
with".
